Section Two. It is hereby made un- 
Jawful for any owner, operator or per- 
son having charge, to park, stop. or 
leave any automobile or other vehicle 
in such area for a period exceeding two 
hours between 9:30) o'clock a.m. and 


9:30 o'clock p.m., except that Sundays 
and holidays are excluded from the 
operation of this Ordinance. 

Section Three. Nothing in this Ordi- 
nance contained shall repeal or affect 
any other ordinanee of the City of Up- 
land relating to parking, and particu- 
larly having reference to the ten-minute 
limitation in front of the United States 
Postoffice on Ninth Street, within the 
Above described area. 

Section Four. The City Manager 
hereby authorized and directed to  se- 
cure appropriate sign posts and estab- 
lish the same in proper places along the 
streets in this area, the same proclaim- 
ing such two-hour parking. 

Section Five, Violation of the provi- 
si™s of this Ordinance shall constitute 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction the 
court may impose a fine not exceeding

Section Six. In any prosecution charg 
ing a violation of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, the registered owner of the 
automobile or other vehicle shall in all 
instances be held prima facie respons- 
ible.
